The Superintending School Committee of Allenstown respect- 
fully submit the following report for the year ending March, 
1876: 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Wirusam D. Marpen, Prudential Committee. 

Teacher, Sara L. Kenison. Length of summer term, 10 
weeks ; wages of teacher, per month, $22; whole number of 
scholars, 17; average attendance, 14. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Mary H. Batchelder. Length of 
term, 13 weeks; wages per month, $31; whole number of 
scholars, 20; average attendance, 17. 

This is indeed the No. 1 district in town. An excellent and 
new school-house, intelligent and enterprising parents, orderly 
and studious children, give tone and character to any school 
district. Mr. Marden may congratulate himself on having been 
very fortunate in the selection of his teachers, for both of them 
are fine scholars, and showed a rare adaptation of talent to the 
position. Miss Batchelder has had experience, and may be re- 
lied upon as a success every time. , 
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DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Francis Catt, Joun Leavirr, Prudential Committee. 

Length of summer term, 7 weeks; length of winter term, 17 
weeks ; average pay of teacher per month, $22; whole number 
of scholars, 8 first, and 13 second term; average 7 and 9, 
Teachers, Ada M. Dowst and Villetta M. Thorne. 

Both of these teachers are young, and this was their maiden 
efforts, and both of them were very, popular and successful. 

Everything pertaining to the schools in this district has 
moved on so quictly this year, that our faith ina “temporal 
millennium” has been greatly strengthened ! 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Cuartes E. Jounson, Prudential Commitee. 

Length of school, 10 weeks in summer and 13 in autumn ; 
wages $22 per month. Miss Kva Il. French taught both terms, 
and gave the most entire satisfaction. Miss F. is one of the 
most promising young teachers we have ever known. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Joun F. Barrier, Prudential Committee. 


Length of summer term, 12 weeks ; whole number of schol- 
ars, 39; average, 25; wages, $32. Autumn term,—13 weeks ; 
43 scholars; 82 average; wages $36. Winter term—13 weeks ; 
44 scholars; 88 average; wages, $36. 

All of these terms have been taught by Conie M. Cochrane, 
in the “old brick” school-house, under the usual embarvrass- 
ments of such a school in such a place. And this teacher has 
had some special trials during the last term, but a cool head, an 
honest purpose and fidelity to the right will always, sooner or 
ater, triumph. Miss C. may rest assured that she has the full- 
est confidence of the Committee, as well as the approval gener- 
ally both of parents and children of this school and the com- 
munity. 
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CHINA SCHOOL, (SO CALLED) IN DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Length of summer term, 10 weeks; whole number of schol- 
ars, 85; average, 67; wages, $32; Autumn term,—13 weeks ; 
whole number of scholars, 70; average 56; wages, 32. 

Mary I. Dennison taught both of these terms, and so added , 
to her former glory as teacher in this school, that people seemed 
to have an impression that she was the most perfect young lady 
and teacher that ever lived, and the committee sympathized 
with them in the high appreciation both of her talent and her 
character. But even Mary has at last shown herself human 
by leaving this great field of usefulness, and devoting herself 
entirely to the interests of one student. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Ada Bartlett; length of 
term, 138 weeks; whole number of scholars, 79; average, 65 ; 
wages per month, $32. 

This was Ada’s first effort, and by patience and perseverance, 
she has succeeded better than an average, under existing cir- 
cumstances. 

The great want of this district is a new and commodious 
school house and a graded school. And your committee would 
express the fond hope that the next annual report may embrace 
the joyful fact that so desirable an object has been attained. 

Fourteen hundred and thirty dollars and thirty-eight cents 
have been appropriated for schools, as follows :
